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PREFACE, 


THE BUDDHAVAMSA. 

In preparing tlie present text of the Buddhavainsa I have 
made use of the following manuscripts : 

1. The Phayre MS., written in Burmese character, in the 
India Office Library. 

2. The Wilson MS. (Burmese character) in the Bodleian 
Library, Oxford. 

3. A MS. on paper, with various readings from two other 
MSS., transliterated from copies in Sinhalese writing by 
Dewa Aranolis. It was formerly in the possession of Dr. 
Rhys Davids, but is now in the University Library, Cambridge. 

4. An imperfect MS. in my own collection in Sinhalese 
character. 

5-7. A copy of the Madhurattha-vilasini, a commentary 
on the Buddhavamsa, presented to me by Subhuti, the learned 
author of the Namamala. As the commentary repeats the 
greater part of the text, it has been very helpful in checking 
the variations of the various manuscripts. 

I propose in Part II. to give various readings and extracts 
from the commentary. 

The Buddhavamsa gives the history of the twenty-four 
Buddhas who preceded Gotama-Buddha during the last twelve 
world-cycles (kappas). They are as follows : — Dipahkara, 
Kondaima, Mahgala, Sumana, Revata, Sobhita, Anomadassi, 
Paduma, Narada, Padumuttara, Sumedha, Sujata, Piyadassi, 
Atthadassi, Dhammadassi, Siddhattha, Tissa, Phussa, Vipassi, 
Sikhi, Tessabhu, Kakusandha, Konagamana, Kassapa. 

Then follows Gotama ; after him will come Metteyya. 

The four N Myas make no mention of twenty-four Buddhas. 

In the Dighanikaya only of them are enumerated ; 
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Vipassi, Sikhi, Vessabhu, Kakusandha, Konagamana, and 
Kassapa. We find these names in two discourses : the Ma- 
hapadhina-sutta and the Atan^-tiya-sutta. In the “ Catena of 
Buddhist Scriptures from the Chinese, p. 159, we find these 
SIX Buddhas, in the order already mentioned, in a work which 
Mr. Beal designates as the Patimokkha.^ 

I have also found in the Maratajjaniya-sutta of the Majjhi- 
ma-nikaya a reference to Kakusandha and his pupil Sailjiva. 

In the Arunavatisutta (in the Paritta) mention is made of 
Sikhi and his two agga-sivakas Abhibhu and Sambhava. 

The MahapadhUna-sutta contains the history of Vipassi, 
but the legends connected with his name are identical with 
those related of Gotama in the Buddha vamsa. 

Dr. Oldenberg thinks that such stories were not originally 
a part of Gotama’s history, but were transferred from the 
older Buddhas to the last, in order to add lustre to their 
successor Gotamabuddha. 

The Buddhavamsa may be a mere poetical expansion of 
some short prose history of the Buddhas who appeared before 
Gotama’s time. 

The Northern Buddhists had also Buddha-histories. The 
Mah^lvastu has a long list of Buddhas (see Senart^s edition, 
pp. 110-120, 136-139), and gives a detailed account of 
Dipankara (p. 193) and Mahgala (p. 249). 

Professor Beal has translated the legend of Dipahkara- 
Buddha from the Chinese Fu-pen-hing-M-king (Miscellaneous 
Notices respecting the Birth and History of Buddha), trans- 
lated by AjnS^nakuta, a native of Gandhara, in Northern 
India, who lived in the time of the Tsui dynasty (581-617 a.d.). 
In his '^Eomantic History of Sakya-Buddha Mr. Beal calls 
this Chinese work a translation of the Ahhinkhkramanmutra. 

The Chinese life of Dipankara agrees in most particulars 
with that in the Mah^vastu, and not with the history of this 
Buddha as contained in the Pali Buddhavamsa. In both, too, 
Megha takes the place of Smnedha in the Southern versioii. 

We have hardly sulOSLcient material before us for har-

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monizing the Northern and Southern lists of the Buddhas. 
The following belong to both divisions : Dipahkara, Eond- 
anna, Mahgala, Padumuttara, Piyadassi, Atthadassi, Tissa, 
Phussa, Yipassi, Sikhi, Yessabhn, Kakusandha, Kon%amana, 
Kassapa. Probably SarvMhibhu corresponds to Anuttara 
just as Devasruta seems to be another name for Yessabhu, 
It seems quite safe however to connect the Chinese Kanaka- 
muni with Kanakaparmta in the Mahavastu and with the Pali 
Kondgamana, The commentary to the Buddhavamsa states 
that Koiiagamana stands for Kanaka- gamanay ^^for at the 
instant of his birth throughout Jambudipa a golden shower 
descended and according to the text of the Buddhavamsa 
Gotama was at that time the monarch Pabbata, so that 
Kanaka- gamana may have been known as Kanaka, Kanaka- 
muni, Kanaka-pabbata, etc. 

The three immediate predecessors of Gotama were Brah- 
mans, and seem to be mentioned with especial honour. 

The bowl in which Gotama received the alms of Suj&ta 
descended into the lake of the Naga King, MahakMana, 
where it remained surmounting the bowls of the three 
former Buddhas (Hardy, M.B., p. 192 ; Alabaster’s Wheel 
of the Law, p. 146). 

These Buddhas were held in great reverence not only in 
India, but also in Burmah (Hardy, M.B. pp. 88, 89). Ac- 
cording to Chinese authorities, the systems of Kakusandha, 
Konagamana, and Kassapa were firmly established for ages, 
while those of the three Buddhas who preceded them lasted 
but for a short time. 

These three (Yipassi, Sikhi, and Yessabhu) ^Mid not ex- 
tensively declare their law for the sake of their followers, 
and did not bind their rules as a code, did not deliver the 
Pratimoksha; and so, after their Nirvana, their disciples, 
through lack of discipline, were scattered and demoralized : 

” (Beal’s Abstract of Four Lectures on Buddhist 

Literature in China, p. 54.) 

The Commentary to the Buddhavamsa furnishes us with 
some interesting particulars respecting the composition of the 
text. I here give the original P41i with Tumour’s translation.

By whom was this Buddhavarnm propounded ? Where, on whose 
or what account, and when was it delivered ? Whose discourse is 
it, and bow has it been perpetuated ? ^ 

In the first instance, concisely explaining all these points, I shall 
then enter upon a detailed commentary on the Bucldhavamsa. 

By whom was this BiMhammm propounded? It was pro- 
pounded by the supreme Buddha who had acquired an infallible 
knowledge of all the ihammdj who was gif ted with the ten powers, 
who had achieved the four ves8ara^jdn% was the rdja of dhamma^ the 
lord of justice, the omniscient Tathagata. 

Where did he propound it ? He propounded it at the great city 
KapilmaUhu, at the gvB2Lt BfigrodhaviMra^ in the act of perambu- 
lating in the ratanacankama^ which attracted the gazie of gods and 
of men by its pre-eminent and exquisite beauty. 

On whose account ? He propounded it for the benefit of twenty- 
two thousand kinsmen and of innumerable hotiyas of men and gods. 

On what account? He propounded it that he might rescue them 
from the four oghas (torrents of the passions). 

Where did he propound it? Bhagav^ during the first twenty 
years of his Buddhahood led a houseless life (of a pilgrim) sojourn- 
ing at such places as he found most convenient to dwell in, viz. 
out of regard for B dr dnasi he tarried the first year at the Mpatana^ 
an edifice (in that city) near which no living creature could be

deprived of life,— establisbing the supremacy of bis faitb and ad- 
ministering to eighteen hotiya^ of Brabmas tbe heavenly draught 
{nihhdna). Tbe second year be dwelt at tbe VeluvanamaMvihdra 
in RdjagaJia, for tbe spuitual welfare of that city. Tbe third and 
fourth years be continued at tbe same place. Tbe fifth year, out 
of consideration for VesdMy’he dwelt in tbe Kiitdgdra ball in tbe 
Mahdvamvihdra near that city. The sixth at tbe Makula moun- 
tain. The seventh at Tdvatiimalliamna (one of tbe devalokas). 
The eighth year, for tbe welfare of tbe Sumsumdra mountain, near 
Bhugga^ be dwelt in tbe wilderness of JBhesahala. Tbe ninth year 
Kosamhi. Tbe tenth year in the wilderness. Tbe 

eleventh year in tbe brahman village Maid. The twelfth at Ve- 
ranja. Tbe thirteenth at tbe mountain. Tbe fourteenth at 
tbe JetavanamahdviMraf in BdvattMpura. Tbe fifteenth at tbe 
great city KapilmattJm. Tbe sixteenth at Ahvi, subduing AlavaJco 
(an evil spirit) ; and administering tbe heavenly draught to eighty- 
four thousand living creatures. Tbe seventeenth at Rdjagaha, The 
eighteenth at the Cali mountain. Tbe nineteenth at the same 
place, and be resided the twentieth at Rdjagaha. Prom that period 
be exclusively dwelt either at tbe Jeta/oanamahdvikdra for tbe 
spiritual welfare of SdvattMpura or at Fuhhdrdma for tbe welfare 
of Sdketapuraf deriving his subsistence by alms (from those cities). 
On Sattba (tbe divine teacher Sakya) becoming Buddha, be held bis 
first vassa at tbe Mpatam^ an edifice situated at Bdrdnasi^ at a place

so seclnded that no wild animal was disturbed ; and having com- 
pleted bis vassa there, repabed to Uruvehy where he tarried three 
months. Having there converted three jatilas (ascetics) who were 
brothers, attended by his fraternity of a thousand hhilclchus, he pro- 
ceeded to Rdjagaha on the full-moon day of the month Maya 
(January — ^Bebruary), and there soj ourned two months. Five months 
had then elapsed since his departure from JBdrdnasL The hemanta 
was also over ; and it was also seven or eight days after the 
ariival of the emissary UddyL That individual, in the month of 
Rhagguna (February — March), thus thought, ‘‘The hemanta is past, 
and the vasanta (first half of the hot season) is arrived, and it is the 
time Tathdgata promised to repair to Ka^Umaithu?'^ Having thus 
reflected, he set forth the gratifications of a visit to his native city 
in a poem of sixty verses (to Buddha). 

Thereupon Batihd^ on his hearing of this appeal, disposed to 
gratify the wishes of his relatives, attended by ten thousand 
hhihkhus of various tribes, from Aiiga and Magadha, and by ten 
thousand from Kajgilmatthw, being altogether twenty thousand 
sanctified arahats^ set out from Rdjagaha. By only travelling daily 
at the rate of one yojana, he reached the city of Ka^ilamUJm^ which 
is distant from Rdjagaha sixty yojanas^ in two months; and in order 
that he might command the reverence of his relations, he performed 
a miracle of two opposite results. 

It was upon this occasion that he propounded the Ruddhavamsa^ 
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nam 8aTnTnasambuddhass^ eva vacanam. Kena cabhato ti? 
Acariyapararaparaya agato ayam hi S&riputtatthero Bhadda- 
ji Tissokosiyaputto Siggavo Moggaliputto Sudatto Dhammiko 
Dasako Sonako Revato ti evam adihi yava tatiyasaiigitikalo 
abhato. Tato uddham pi tesam yeva sissanusissehl ti evam 
tava §,cariyaparamparaya yav^ ajja kMam abhato ti veditabbo.

Whose discourse is it? It is the discourse of- the supreme 
JBuddha who is not to be compared with the priesthood and the 
JPaccekahuMhm, 

By whom has it been perpetuated ? It has been perpetuated by 
the generation or unbroken succession of the fheras (elders of the 
priesthood). This is that succession : — Saeiputta thera, BHADDAjf, 
Tissokosiyaputta, Siogava, Moggaliputta, Sudatta, Bhammika, 
Basaka, Soxaka, Eevata. By these it was brought to the period 
when the third convocation was held. 

If it be asked, how has it subse(][uently (to the third convocation) 
been perpetuated by their disciples ? Be it understood, that in the 
same manner, it has been brought down to the present day by the 
transmission from preceptor to disciple. 

By thus much explanation alone it will be understood by whom, 
where, for whose edification, on whose account, and when it was 
propounded; whose discourse it was, and by whom it has been 
perpetuated. It now behoves unto the expounder of this com- 
mentary to enter upon his general explanation (of his work). 

This atthamnnand is the {niddnc^ repository of the history in 
part of a remote antiquity ; in part of comparatively modern, and 
in part of contemporaneous events. The illustration of these three 
portions of the history in a manner to be readily comprehended 
would be an important work. Those who attend thereto and 
acquire a knowledge thereof from the commencement would lay up

a store of valuable kno^rledge, I shall therefore enter upon the 
exposition of these niddmSy rendering their import manifest. 
Therein (in the study of this exposition) due notice should be taken 
of the division of the three niddnas. The nature (of the three 
niddnas) may he thus briefly explained: — ^the history extending from 
the age in which the sacred assurance was vouchsafed to the great 
being [Mahdsatta) at the feet of JDipanhara-huddha, until by his 
death in the character of Vessantara be was reborn in tbe Tusita- 
devaloha^ is called the d'dre-niddm, or the history of remote 
antiquity. The history extending from the translation by death 
from Tmita to the attainment of omniscience at the foot of the 
hodhi is called midure-niddna^ or comparatively modem history. 
The contemporaneous history contains records such as this, ^ *At such 
a period Bhagava dwells at Bamtthi, at the Jetavanmilidra, an edifice 
belonging to Andthapindika, a dispenser of charity,” He dwells at 
Mdjagaha at the VelmanamMm (the vihdra in a bamboo grove), at 
which the squirrels are regularly fed,” ** He dwells at Vesdli in the 
KMdgdra hall in the great wilderness.” In this manner, ^whatever 
intervenes from the attainment of omniscience at the foot of the 
hodhi tree until his death-bed scene in obtaining the “ great- 
decease,” whatever takes place in the interval, be it understood that 
wherever he may have tarried, is included under the santike niddna, 
resident or contemporaneous history. In these few words an 
explanation exclusively of the niddna^ ddrOj avidure and santike has 
been afforded. 
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The Cariya-Pitaka, one of tke fifteen books of the Khuddaka- 
nikdya^ is a series of metrical tales of Gotama-Buddha in 
previous states of existence. They set forth briefly the 
lofty means (the dasa p&ramiyo) by which he attained to 
the Buddhahood. 

The thirty-five stories in this poetical compilation are all 
Jataka-idHes^ and are based upon similar narratives in the 
PMi Jataka-book. In fact, these birth-stories presuppose 
a familiar acquaintance with all the incidents of the corre- 
sponding prose tales, so that the mere mention of the Kapiraja 
or Sacca birth would serve to recall to the mind of the hearer 
or reader all the chief incidents of the well-known Jataka- 
tale, much in the same way as the simple allusion to one of 
the New Testament parables (the Good Samaritan or the 
Prodigal Son) would be thoroughly understood without any 
further reference to the main points of the narrative. We are 
not therefore surprised to find that the metrical Jatakas are 
much shorter than the prose tales (compare the Kurudhamma- 
cariyam and its eight verses with the J&taka No. 276). 

In the former version, moreover, the writer was chiefly 
concerned in bringing out the moral element, and he con- 
sequently leaves out of view the humour, fun, and even 
moral of the older stories (compare the Mahimsardjacariyam 
with Jataka No. 275). 

One story (Book III. viii. p. 97), consisting only of a 
single verse, omits all details, so that we have only the bare 
statement that Buddha in a former birth, by his truth, 
preserved the world. This brevity makes it somewhat 
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difficult to harmonize the two versions of these old birth- 
stories. 

In the Kapirdjacariyam (III. vii. p. 97) the incidents are 
so few that one is not enabled to state whether this story be 
the same as the dmming 8ummmara-jat^^^ (? ==: V&narajataka, 
JSTo. 342), JSTo. 208, or not. 

Two stories, III. ix. p. 98 (J4t. I^o. 35) and III. x. p. 99 
(Jat. No. 75) contain verses from the Jataka-book. The 
quotation in the Cariya-Pitaka (line 11, p. 98) supplies a 
reading which sets right the faulty metre of the printed text 
(see Prof. FausbolFs Jataka, i. p. 215). 

Ten of the stories in the present work may be compared 
with corresponding birth-tales in Dr. FausbolFs edition of 
the JS-takas

With the aid of Westergaard^s Codices Orieniales Bihlio- 
thecm Regies Savniensis (pp. 36-42), we see that nearly all 
the other stories of the Cariya-Pitaka, inaccessible as yet in 
print, have their originals in the JS-taka-book, and may be 
here briefly given under the Nipdta, where they are found. 

Sankha, CMabodhi, and Kanha-Dipayana belong to the 
Basanipdta; Yudhanjaya to the EkddmanipAta ; Akatti and 
Rururaja (=Rurumiga) are in the Terasanipata ; Sivi,^ Cam- 
peyya, Matahga, Somanassa, Ayoghara, Bhisa, and Sacca

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form part of the Visatinipata \ Jayaddisa belongs to the 
Timmnipata ; SahkhapMa to the Cattdlhanipdta ; Sona 
(=Sonanaiida) to the SattaUnipdta ; MmirSja/ Vessantara,^ 
Bhuridatta, Temiya (=Milgapakkha), Sutasoma (=MahS,su- 
tasomaP), and Suvaima^sama (=Sama) are in the last series^ 
the Adtinipdta, 

I have failed, however, to trace the following three 
stories to their source : — 1. Mahdgovinda, 2. Dhammddhamma 
( = Mittamittaj ataka in the Dvddasanipata ?) . 3. Oandakiim dr a? 

The Cariy^-Pitaka is divided into three parts. The first 
book treats of DAnapIramita,^ and is illustrated by ten 
stories ; the second has also ten stories in illustration of 
SiLAPARAMiTA ; the third and last part deals with other 
sections of the Ba&a pdramiyo as follows : — The first five 
stories refer to pariccdga^ and serve to illustrate Nekkeamma- 
PARAMiTA. The pIramitAs of viriyam, and hlianti are 

entirely passed over unnoticed, though the writer could not 
fail to find some suitable stories with reference to these 

perfections in the Jataka-book. 

AbhitthAna-paramitA has only one story devoted to it 
(ISTo. YI.) ; SaccapAramitA is illustrated by six stories (Nos. 
VII.-XII.) ; METxApARAMiTA by two (Nos. XIII. and XIV.) ; 
and IJpekhApAramitA by one (No. XY.). 

To a certain extent panm^ viriyam^ khanti^ adhUthdncm^ 
and upekhd are involved in the other paramitas, and this 
perhaps may account for the omission of the first three, and 
the slight treatment of the last two perfections.^ 

The author of the Cariya-Pitaka probably intended to 
devote an equal number of stories to each of the Dasa- 
pdramiyo ; and had he done so, then we should have possessed 
ten books containing one hundred stories,

In the MahIvastit we find the Kapirajacariyam under 
the title of ^^the story of the Porpoise’’ (=the Simsiimdra- 
idtaka), as well as the Vdnarajdtaka and Mahdgovindaeariyam* 
The Bhadrakalpa-Avabana contains the stories of &7a- 
mndgadiiidiSutasoma, 

The Bobhisattva-Avadana relates the 8cm, MaUya, 
Vattapotaka, Ruru and Sutasoma birth-stories. 

It also has thQ Buddhabodhijdtaka, which resembles the 
Culabodhicariyam of the Cariy^-Pitaka.^ 

As far as regards the grammatical peculiarities, there is not 
much to be said. Professor Fausboll has already pointed out, 
in his “Introduction to Butta-Nipata^^ (pp. xii, xiii), 
the forms, grammatical and lexicographical, common to Pali 
poetry. The Cariya-Pitaka seems to have more of such 
peculiarities than the Buddhavamsa, The phrase Kmale damld 
updgato (I. ii. L 1, p. 74) Dr. Oldenberg has already noticed 
in Zeitschrift fiir vergl. Sprachf. N. P. v. 3, p. 320. He also 
refers to Buddhavamsa, II. 1. 32, p. 8.^ 

We sometimes find the preposition more or less movable, 
as (in II. 4, 1. 9, p. 86) vuddhitum pari (=:parivuddhitum). 
More curious still are afjha so msi (p. 64, 1. 6) and ajjha ^ham 
vasim (p. 65, 1. 14), in which the prefix and augment are 
separated from the verb. The form kydham (1. 9, p. 87) =ke 
+aham, where ke has the force of him or kena, cf. tayidam=:i 
te-idam, where ie=:.tad or tarn ; ye for yad or yam is not un- 
common. These may be locatives used adverbially, but see 
Dr. Trenckner’s Pali Miscellany, p. 75, 

In this edition of the Cariya-Pitaka, I have mainly followed 
the Additional MSS. 935, 936, in the University Library, 
Cambridge, written on paper in Sinhalese characters. Ho. 936 
contains the text, copied from a good MS. in the wihara at

Of these MSS. two (one from Dadalla, and the other from 
Degalla) are in Sinhalese writing. The other two are 
Burmese MSS., and on these Dr. Ehys Davids has made the 
following note on a fly-leaf of the transcript. No. 936 : — 

^‘The Burmese book and Burmese commentary are not by 
the same hand, but apparently of about equal age. They 
were brought to Dadalla wihare by Bopagoda Unnanse, the 
Nayaka Dnnanse of the Amarapura sect, who went to Burma 
about fifty years ago and there received TJpasampada. He 
died about five years ago. His most distinguished pupil is 
Lank&goda Unnanse, of Dewetagoda Wihara in Colombo. 

^‘The other two books are each about thirty years old. 
(Galle, Nov. 3rd, 1869.)’’ 

I have, also, carefully collated these with the Phayre MS. 
in the India Office Library. I have not had the advantage 
of any commentary, but expect shortly to have one from 
Ceylon. Part II. will contain various readings and extracts 
from the Commentary. 

I here take the opportunity of acknowledging the kind- 
ness of Dr. Rost and Mr. Henry Bradshaw for the loan of 
valuable MSS. from their respective libraries. My best 
thanks are due to Dr. Frankfurter for collating my tran- 
script of the Buddhavamsa with the Wilson MS. at Oxford, 
and to my friend Dr. Rhys Davids (who has drawn me away 
from my old love) for many valuable suggestions from time 
to time, and for the interest he has at all times taken in 
these humble efforts of mine to do something towards 
augmenting the number of Pali Texts.
